From this vantage point General Pew 
could rush the artillery either to the 
extreme right or extreme left as the 
fighting demanded.

James Rumsey operated 
a steamboat on the Delaware thirteen years 
before Fulton experimented with his boat on 
the Seine at Paris, and nineteen years before

| What Fulton did was to make steam navi-

gation practicable, He removed it from the 
field of experiment to the domain of com- 
merce. He proved that steamboating could 
be made commercially successful. And he had scarcely established 
this fact before he had many imitators and followers. 

No great invention ever took a speedier or a stronger hold upon 
humanity than steam navigation. The world saw at once that it 
would work many changes, but the world did not and could not 
guess how marvelous these changes would be. It marked the 
beginning of a period during which greater progress has been made 
than in all the centuries that preceded it, so far as we have any 
knowledge. 

ulton’s success marked, too, the beginning of great mental 
advancement. Up to this time, notwithstanding many indulged 
predictions as to future changes, there was a superstition throughout 
a large part of the world that innovation would result only in bring- 
ing calamity upon the race. It was felt to be against the natural 
order of things to change existing and prevailing methods. An age 
which was but fairly prepared for steam was entirely unprepared 
for the telegraph and the telephone.

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ACCORDING to the census of 1900, Cleveland 
ranked seventh in point of population among 
the cities of the country, with a population ot 
b81.768; Buffalo eighth, with a population 
of 352.387: Detroit thirteenth, with a popu- 
lation of 285,704, and Milwaukee tourteenth, 
with a population of 285,315. [stimates of 
the census bureau in 1906 were: Cleveland, 
460,527 . Buttalo, 381,819; Detroit, 353.568 ; 
Milwaukee, 317,903 The estimates of the 
four cities just made for the present vear are: 
Buttalo, 425,000; Detroit, 477.590; Milwaukee 

If these latter figures are correct. then it would seem that Detroit 
has gained out of all proportion to the other cities named ; her ye 
is 124,000, for instance, against a gain of 60,000 for Cleveland 1 
three years. Wlule there is no disposition to dispute the Ddaroit 
claims, and every disposition to give her credit for all she is entitled 
to, it should be said in all candor that the gains given the other three 
cities seem more in accord with reasonable increase. 

There is a possibility, thong!: not much likelihood, that the order 
of the five ‘cading cities will be chanyed—New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia. Si. cours, Boston. There is a probability that the order below 
these may be considerably altered. However, the gain .at present 
estimated for Cleveland would hardly entitle that city to a place above 

daltimore, if the latter has maintained her normal growth. 

Until we shall have the figures of the national census, it will be 
unpossible to arrive at anything like a satisfactory conclusion. The 
same inethod of making estimates cannot be applied to all cities, and 
it has been found that a method which proved fairly reliable at one 
time fails entirely at another. 

One thing, nevertheless, is clear enough—we shall be able to 
exhibit in 1910 a crop of cities running above the 300,000 mark 
which will compate very tavorably with any in the world.

aKEIsS Although there is no question as to the im- 
provement which recent years have seen in 
the matter of office-soliciting and office-filling at the executive office, 
much stil remains to be done. There is no longer, to be sure, a line 
of congressmen and senators leading to the President's office, as there 
used to be, each representative and senator accompanied by an appli- 
cant for a political job. Time was when the President was com- 
pelled to listen'to theclaims of rival applicants for small postmaster- 
ships while callers at the White House on important public business 

were ait for jours, or to return next day. 

The President has been relieved this and other work of 
like character by the civil service system, but even now he is forced 
on the personal assurance of representatives and senators in 
making ceftain appointments, when the probabilities are, to say the 
least, that at the bottom of these assurances is a desire to get employ- 
ment for a constituent whose first recommendation to his sponsor is 
that he can be useful in polities. 

The position in which such recommendations place the President 
is an embarrassing one. He knows nothing, and cannot be expected 
to know anything, of the fitness of the person recommended. He 
must depend on the word of the sponsor. So it has been in the 
matter of his appointment of the census supervisors. Each of these 
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supervisors will have power to appoint a great number of enumera- 
These enumerators will be employed for only a short time, 
it is true, but many will seek the place who are utterly unqualified tor 
the performance of its duties. The worst feature of it 1s that repre- 
sentatives or senators, or the political managers behind the represen- 
tatives and senators, may, if they be so disposed, appoint census 
enumerators with no other thought than to pay political debts. 

It is certainly a gain for better public service when the President 
comes out boldly, regardless of the feelings of representatives and 
senators, and orders that a check be placed upon any tendency on 
their part to pervert the system of appointment to pr litical purposes. 
He orders, in other words, that any supervisor or enumerator who 
uses his influence with his subordinates or colleagues to assist any 
party or candidate in a primary or general election, or who takes any 
part other than casting his vote shall be at once dismissed from 
the service. 

Under the circumstances, this is manifestly the best that can be 
done, but it would have been far better if this whole matter had been 
left to the operation of the civil service law. It is very likely that 
results consequent upon the failure of Congress to do this will be 
so apparent in the thirteenth census that it will be the last into which 
politics will have a chance to enter. 
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| IMMIGRATION authorities have frequently 
| been called upon to determine just what 
| status the inimigrant has who comes seeking 
employment and who has in any degree 
allowed himself to become a party to an 


agreement to sell his labor to some particular 
corporation or industrial establishment. That 
the spirit of the alien contract labor law 1s 
violated by any such agreement if obvious 
but that there are abuses in connection with 
the ferreting out of violations of this law is disclosed by the fact that 
Secretary Nagel of the department of commerce and labor, 1n dis- 
posing of one of these cases, recently spoke as follows: ‘Through- 
out, these cases smack of irresponsible accusation, superticial inquiry, 
hasty conclusion, arbitrary power and unreasonable exactions. The 
contract labor provisions of the mmigration law must, of course, be 
rightly enforced, but the law itself will be brought into contempt if it 
is put to the base use of intimidation and oppression.” 

rom this it would seem that the effort to invoke this law against 
those who enter our country for the purpose of rendering special 
service in manutacturing plants has not always been traceable to an 
entirely unselfish zeal to see the law enforced. In fact, on more than 
one occasion it has been discovered that such efforts were prompted 
by the desire on the part of those less skilful to see the better equipped 
workmen deported. 

Secretary Nagel has wisely decided that contract labor laws 
shall not be used tor purposes of intimidation. Because those who 
have, perchance, immigrated earlier have sometimes been less suc- 
cessful than the later arrivals in bringing out the degree of mechani- 
cal skill necessary to render their services invaluable to their employ- 
ers, they should not be permitted to use this law for the purpose of 
forcing out their rivals. The wisdom of this decision can hardly be 
questioned. Surely our country 1s big and broad enough to provide 
prosperity for all who are willing to make the necessary effort to 
gain it. It would be a hardship indeed if this or any other law 
relating to immigration could be used to the selfish end of excluding 
those who are willing to furnish skilled labor in upbuilding any of 
our industries. 

Many years will probably elapse before America will cease to 
call upon older countries to supply certain kinds of labor, and every 
welcome should be afforded to those who come seeking employment 
of any grade, especially those grades the more intricate operations 
of which require a higher degree of skill. It is well, therefore, that 
our secretary has taken the stand that such as these shall not be 
excluded unless it can be shown that both the letter and the spirit of 
the contract labor law now in force would be violated by permitting 
them to enter our boundaries.

In Papua, or British New Guinea, Australia 
embarks on a policy of outside dominion. 
This colony of the commonwealth lying 
across Torres straits from northern Queens- 
land is considered one of the richest of the 
later acquisitions of the British empire. 
Only the southeastern part of the huge island 
is under the British flag, the remainder being 
German and Dutch territory, and owing to 
the increasing activity, naval as well as com- 
mercial, noticeable in the Kaiser’s colony, the island appears to have 
of late received marked attention from the Australian continent. 

One of the principal factors in the opening up of Papua has 
been the growing demand in late years for tropical areas, especially 
those adapted for rubber plantations. Most of the land taken up in 
-apua since 1906 is intended for that cultivation, which seems des- 
tined to develop into a very important item, the acreage leased havi ing 
risen from 2,089 in 1906 to 242,395 in 1908. That the land is 
leased and not sold outright by the commonwealth is due to the 
latter’s firm determination to avoid the experiences made in some of 
its states where the land monopoly. has proved an enormous handic ap 
to agricultural development and rapid settlement. The leaseholds. 
which do not exceed 10,000 acres, are for ninety-nine years, and to 
avoid speculation the lessee is held to carry out certain improvements 
within a given time. 

The exploration of the island is far from complete and the fact 
has only lately been established that the height of the mountain peaks 
in the interior ranks immediately after the Llimalayas and the Andes. 
The climate and productivity of Papua are the refore most varied and 
the leaseholds include agric ultural, pastoral and forest grants. The 

valleys contain valuable mineral deposits as vet only imper fectly sur- 
veyed. Labor conditions are good ; the native race ts sturdy as well 
as willing to work. 

One of the great advantages of Papua is its geographical situa- 
tion on the great trade route between Sydney and Hongkong. Within 
a few years it 1s expected to be a regular port of call of the excellent

showing the colony's recent progress may be taken as an index. The 
colonization of Papua by white settlers and the guarding of both 
shores of Torres straits is an essential factor in the maintenance of 
a white Australia.

“To PLAY even a small part in placing 
Cairo—its logical home—an obelisk of 1m- 
portance would afford me great happiness, 
writes an American diplomat to Egypt's 
ruler. The Hon. F. C. Penfield, for years 
diplomatic representative of the United 
States in Cairo, offers his highness the 
I<hedive to transfer to the capital the famous 
obelisk of Rameses the Great, which stands, 
its pedestal covered with soil, at Luxor, on 
the upper Nile. It appears incongruous that Cairo should 
be less privileged than Paris, London or New York, and 
especially Rome and Constantinople, all of which cities have been 
enriched by a greater or lesser share in the many obelisks taken from 
the land of the Nile. Since the last of the obelisks to leave the country 
was presented by Ismail Pasha to the American metropolis it seems 
opportune that this proposal should come from an American. Mr. 
Penfield is well aware that there is a powerful opposition among 
savants and archeologists in Europe against removing or disturbing 
any of the ancient monuments in upper Egypt, but in view of his 
worthy object this opposition nay be overcome and it 1s thought that 
if the council of ministers can secure the indorsement of the Cairo 
museum and other archeological authorities the khedivial government 
will be most glad to accept Mr. Penfield’s generous offer. 

Where the obelisk now stands it can only be viewed by a few 
hundred tourists each seasofy, whereas in Cairo not only visitors 
from the world over but the great mass of the native population could 
see it daily in their comings and goings and be reminded of the great- 
est of their kin.
